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Houde Acquitted, Aftermath Of The 


The Houde trial in Edmonton came 
to an end last night, when the jury 
returned a verdict of “Not guilty of 
manslaughter,’’ 

Houde gave evidence on his own 
behalf, describing the quarrel, which 
led to the fatal blow. He said that 
on the day of the tragedy he and 
the deceased left the shack at ‘the 
same time but that he (Houde), re- 
turned to build a fire and make some 
tea. While he was doing so Wood 
returned with a bottle of beer and 
invited him to drink which he re- 
fused to as he did not drink _ beer. 
Wood, it seems, became incensed at 
the refusal and struck the accused. 


Houde got up and put on his over- 
coat preparatory to leaving the 
room when Wood walked up and 
struck him again, this time on the 


side of the face, knocking him to the 
floor where he remained unconscious 
for some time, When he came _ to, 
he got up and went to the opposite 


side of the room, where he bathed 
his face. Defendant stated that his 
ribs were very sore and that he 


thought it probable that Wood had 
kicked him while he was unconscious 
although he could not state positive- 
ly that he had done so, After 
he had recovered — sufficiently; he 
(Houde) thought he had gone out 
and purchased a couple of drinks. 

He wes sitting on a chair when 
VYoods entered and as soon as he 
came in accused stated that the de- 
ceased cursed him and told him that 
“he would fix him this time.’’ Wood 
them struck him a violent blow which 
was forcible enough to loosen the 
teeth on one side of his face. Houde 
then states that he grabbed a chair 
in order to protect himself, as he 
was afraid of the deceased, but 
does not remember positively wheth- 
er he struck him or not but seemed 
to have a faint recollection that he 
}did, He then dropped the chair and 
walked out of the door but does not 
remember what he did afterwards, 
but when he awaoke he was in the 
livery barn, He got up and went 
to the Senate where he got a drink, 
then went over to the Queens 
where he was accosted by Peacock 
and Pepper, Peacock asked him what 
was the matter with his face and he 
old him. that he and Wood trad 
arow. Pepper than sid, “yhat?”” 
you do to Wood, he is dead,” but 
defendant only thought, they were 
joking and thought nothing further 
of the remark. He then asked Pea- 
cock and Pepper if they were going 
to breakfast and offered them the 
key to the shack. He then left the 
hotel but did not remember where he 
went during the day. He was very 
sove all the time and was very badly 
bruised, He went to the Grand Cen- 
tral Hotel to rest, where he was ta- 
ken in charge by Sergt. Tidsbury, 
who locked him in a cell. 

The judge in his charge to the jury 
said there could be no other conclu- 
sion than that the accused had _ kill- 
ed Wood, The only question was 
whether the deed was justified or not,

Joseph Hardy made a plan of the 
fatal mine last April, a few days 
after he had began work. Lamb 
left for his homestead and Hardy 


took his place beginning on April 
17th. Lamb came back in a few 
days on account of the snow and 


backward spring and took his old 
place as day foreman and Haerdy 
went in nights. It was while on 
duty of day foreman covering a 
period of five days that he began the 
plan of the mine and his great aim 
was to make an opening in the bank 
which would serve the purpose of 
an air shaft. He had measured off 
the distance and set two experienced 
men on the work, one on the day 
shift and the other on the night 
shift to work on the making of a 
way out and said they would be 
through to the eurface in a _ fort- 
night. 

The opening was made first west 
about forty yards from the 
main shaft and then in a direct right 
angle north over a hundred yards to 
strike an opening on the side of the 
hill. He frequently cautioned the 


men to keep it well timbered all the 
way they were working right up 
the face. 


When Lamb came back and took 
his day shift and Hardy went on 
nights and had lost his control, the 
project was abandoned on account of 


a small cave-in which could _ easily. 
have been remedied. 
The last testimonial that Hardy 


received reads as fellows :

Mr. Jo- 
seph Hardy has been employed at 
this colliery for the last four years 
as an underground inspector and has 
given every satisfaction in carrying 
out his duties, having been also 
verysteady and attentive and gener- 
ally speaking has borne an excellent 
character,

His brother-in-law, Robert Lamb, 
who .by the way is no_ relation to 
Geo. Lamb, who was burned to 
death, has other testimonials of 
Tlardy’s from Duamania, British Co- 
lumbia, the Similata Dutch Bast 
Indies, and one from North Shields, 
where he had been manager for a 
few years. 

He had first class certificates av a 
mining engineer in both Canada and 
England. When he came out = in 
April he brought his two brothers 
in law with him and took home- 
steads with them, the intention be- 
ing that one of the Lambs should 
work the homesteads and he and the 
the other in the mines. 

It was learned late last night that 
Hardy was a member of the Masonic 
Fraternity in good standing, but to 
what lodge he belonged is not 
known. He carried a large amount 
of life insurance and always boasted 
that if anything happened him his 
wife and. two boys of whom he was 
passionately fond should not want. 
He carried a wallet in his coat poc- 
ket and it was hung in the engine 
room and burned. In the wallet 
was a hundred dollars in money and 
an insurance policy for a large 
amount, Hardy kept the savings 
of his brothers in law and they were 
burned with the coat.

public health that the 
Provincial Board should take up 
and act upon at the earliest date | 
and that is the disinfection of rail- 
way coaches. 

Local physicians can establish be- 
yond peradventure the fact that two 
or three recent cases of infectious di 
sease can be shown to have broken 
out immediately on the arrival here 
of the afflicted ones, and they had 
been on the road a sufficient time 
for the disease to develop, tnoy had 
left home in perfect health, and un- 
doubtedly became subject to the ex- 
posure on the journey. 

In rural districts in Hastern Can- 
ada there is a disposition to  con- 
ceal cases of infectious disease  es- 
pecially if it is of a mild type, and 
especially is this so if arrangements 
have been made for the journey West. 
Settlers arrive here in an imfected 
condition, The trains unload their 
passengers, and are shoved in _ sid- 
ings, and are run back without any 
attempt being made to kill the germs 
of disease which may be alive. They 
take passengers back and expose 
thein and are reloaded for the 
West again. Children especially 
sleeping uncomfortable, curled 
up in coaches which become — over- 
heated, and breathing an atmosphere 
at the best impure, and probably 
surcharged with disease germs are 
abnormally susceptible to contagion 
with the result that on arrival at 
some Western point there is an out- 
break, and the local sanitary con- 
ditions, health officials and doctors 
are held responsible for something 
for which they are entirely blame- 
less. 

The matter should be brought to 
the attention of the Provincial Board 
of Health through the Board of 
Trade or otherwise, and steps taken 
to remedy a serious menace to the 
public health. 

Iv is matter 
when everything is considered that 
th; health conditions of Western 
towns and cities are as good as they 
are shown to be. It is no uncomm-
